~ Canada’s Diamond Jubilee 


Only once In the history of any nation does the opportunity come to 


{ts peoplo to celebrate the diamond jubilee of tts founding. Canadians will | 
enjoy that opportunity on July Ist next, and it is grattfying to note that the, 


celebration will be well nigh untversal from coast to coast. Canadians, no 
doubt, would have with equal zest and euthuslasm eclebrated the fittleth 
anniversary of Confederation but for the fact that ta 1917 they were engaged 
In a life and death struggle in which the very existence of Canada was at 
stake. The vietory won through the great sacrifices then made should but 
add to the gratitude and pride of our people in this year of the Diamond 
Jubilee. 

Clildren today may have the opportunity of celebrating one hundred 
years of Confederation, but our adult population will not, and sa those who 
actually witnessed the inauguration of this young nation, and those who have 
taken part in its earlier development, will no doubi throw themselves whole- 
heartedly into the ceremonies which will commemorate this historie event. 

It is the repeatedly expressed desire of the National Committee created 
by Parlament to promote this Diamond Jubilee celebration that it should be 
participated in by all the people, old and young, tu small hamlets and rural 
districts as well as in che larger centres of population. It 4s the split of the 
ceremonies rather than in thelr elaborate character that thelr real signitic- 
ance and value will be found. 


The Nattonal Committee has, therefore, urged that there be at least | 


one shinple little ceremony everywhere at the same hour, and have suggested 
that, at twelve o'clock noon on July tst in every communlty however small, 
bells should be rung, whistles blown, and the two national anthems “God 
Save tie King” and “O Canada” sung. And again, that at 2.80 o'clock on the 
afternoon of Sunday, July 8rd, a comunity service of general Thanksgiving 
ve held. For this latter service the National Committee is preparing a simple 
programme of exercises sultable for all eonumunities. 

These are suggestions which can readily be carried out in all commun- 
{tles, and it is to be hoped that the people Gf the Dominion will accept the 
lead of their National Committee and unitedly co-operate with it in giving 
effect to these suggestions. They need in no way interfere with the larger 
and more elaborate programmes being arranged in jcst ciiles, towns and 
villages.. 

It is further suggested that a tree be plhunted in every community with 
fitting ceremonies to be hereafter cured for and known as the Diamond 
Jubilee Confederation Tree, This, too, offers no obstacle on the seore of 
€xpense to any community. Not only can such a tree be planted in some 
public place in all urban communities, but there would appear to be no 
reason why a Confederation Tree should not be given & pkice of honor in the 
grounds of every rural school throughout the length and breadth of the 
Douintion. 

As a further marking of Canada’s gixUleth birthday anniversary it 4s 
proposed that some public park or placa in every community be yamed 
“Canada Place” or “Canada Square.” If all such places alveady bear naines, 
then one. the designation of which has no special significance, might be 
re-named In accordance with this suggestion, 

Every ehild enrolled in a public, separate or private school in Canada in 
this Jubilee year Is to recelve a medal struck in the Royal Mint at Ottawa, 
the gift of the National Committee, The presentation of these medals to the 
pupils offers a splendid opportunity to school district officials to plan a little 
ceremony at which a short talk on wiat Confederation has meant and has 
achieved for Canada could be given, and the boys and girls of today urged 


to render loyalty and devotion to Canada and dedicate their lives in service , 


to thelr country. 
Like most people Hying tn northern climes, Canadians are not much 


given to showing their feelings. ‘Their patriotism is something they do not 


talk about to any estent. and they are seemingly averse to display, But this , 


Diamond Jubilee is one occasion on which the peopie of Canada may well un- 
bend a Ilttle, display their flag with profusion, shout and cheer. [ut will do 


them good, and especially should the children be encouraged to regard 
Dominion Day, L927, as a red letter day in their youns lives, and celebrate it 


accordingly.

Forest Fires in Canada Last Year 
Were Costly 

The forest fire situation in Canada 
during 1926 was again a very serious 
ove. There were marked contrasts in 
fire hazard conditions between the 
Rast and the West and consequently 
wide differences in the total fire 
losses in the twa parls of the Don{n- 
jon. In Eastern Canada both the 
spring and fall were cool and rainy 
so that new low records for forest 
fire losses were established. A mid- 
summer perlod of fire hazard occurred 
{n the East generally but it passed 
without any great damage being 
; done. In Western Canada, 1926 close- 
ly followed the two previoug years, 
; both In the intensity of the hazard 
and in the fire losses, Danger cond}- 
tlons continued, generally, throughout 
the season and the scant precipation 
afforded ttle relfef from early spring 


According to figures prepared in the 
| Forest Service of the Department of 
ithe Tuterlor, there were 5,529 forest 
' fires in Canada last year which burn- 
ed over a total area of 1,824,015 acres.

Winter Egg Production 


865 Eggs Per Month From 62 White | 


Leghorn Pulleta 

The contention that egg production 
{s not possible during the winter 
months has been time and again dis- 
The following achlevements 
of @ poultryman in Northern Alberta 
will further disprove the statements, 
{During the winter season cf 1925-2 
a flock of 52 White Leghorn puilets 
were kept In a house 12 teet wide by 
14 feet long. ‘The pullets commenced 
Jaying on October 1, when they were 
five months old. In the five months 
from November to Mareh inclusive, 
1 they produced a total of 4,828 egys or 
an average of £65.6 eggs per month. 
65 per cent. The foilowing 
the same owner maintained 
72 White Leghorn pullets which were 
‘five mouths old on October 14. Dur- 
Ing the months of November (o Mareh 
inclusive they produced a 


month or a production of 46.5 per 
cent. The reason for the lessened 
percentage production can directly be 
attributed to the pullets being 
hatched two weeks later than those 
jn the flock the previous year,

For thirteen long years the bells of 
the Cathedral of Rheims remained sl- 
Jent. Thirteen years have elapsed 
since the last service was held in the 
building which in the of the 
whole civilized world, became the

symbol of France's sufferings, trials, | 


renaissance and regeneration. 

Three dates stand out. tragically 
marked in the cathedral’s history. On 
September 4, 1914. the flrst German 
shell crashed through the north tran- 
sept. On September 6, 1914, Mass 
was celebrated for the last time be- 
neath the noble arches, under the 
shadows of which Joan of Are five 
centuries ago had the Dauphin 
crowned King of France. On Septem- 
ber 19, 1914, the cathedral was des- 
troved by tho fire and the roof and 
bells crashed In, more than 400 tons 
of molten lead streaming down into 
the blazing furnace. 

The long work of restoration Is now 
terminated and the keys of the com- 
pleted builcing have been handed 
over to Cardinal Lucon, Archbishop 
of Rheims.

Century and a Quarter

U.S. federal and state governments 
formally honored John Fitch, invent- 
or of the steamboat., 

Governor W. J. Fields, In an ad- 
dress at the unveiling of a monument 
at Bardstown, Kentucky, erected by 
war department, sald that with 
the recognition accorded the invent- 
one thing remained to be done, 

“That is,” he said, “to see that 
history {8 corrected and that text- 
books be made to teach that Fitch, 
‘rather than Fulton, be eredited with 
his wonderful invention, which has 
done more than any.other to move 
civilization forward and bring all 
parts of the globe into actual per- 


gonal, financtal and commercial con- 
tact.” 
The governor recited that in the 


records of congress were a_ letter 
from Robert Fulton himself recognia- 
ing Fitch as the Inventor of tho 
steamboat, and other data which were 
d to establish the claim of Fitch. 

Fiteh, a native of Dast Windsor, 
fea went to Bardstown ag a boy. 
We worked there until he joined the 
revolutionary forces at Valley Forge. 
After the war, his third attempt to 
build a steamship was a success, and 
on August 22, 1787, a vessel 45 feet 
long, 12 feet wide, and containing an 
engine with a 12-inch cylinder moved 
up the Delaware river under its own 
power.
